When the first star appears in the 
eavens the first bud of the sorrowful 
ree opens, and as the shades of night 
advance and the stars thickly stnd the 
ky the buds continue gradually open- 
ng until the whole tree looks like one 
mmense white flower. On the approach 
f dawn, when the brilliancy of the 
tars gradually fades in the light of 
lay, the sorrowful tree closes its flow- 
TS, and ere the sun is fully risen not a 
.ingle blossom is visible. A sheet of 
lower dust as white as snow covers the 
jronnd around the foot of the tree, 
which seems blighted and withered dnr- 
ng the day, while, however, it is ac- 
;ively preparing for the nest nocturnal 
'estival. The fragrance of the blossoms 
s like that of the evening primrose. 


If the tree it cut down close to the 


roots, a new plant shoots up and attains 
maturity in an incredibly short time. 


In the vicinity of this singular tree 


:here usually grows another, which is 
almost an exact counterpart of the sor- 
rowful tree, but less beautiful, and, 
strange to say, it blooms only in the 
daytime.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

POISONED WEAPONS. 


HOW SAVAGE NATIONS MAKE SURE 


OF DEALING DEATH. 


Some of the Venomonm Mixture! C«ed 


by the Barbarian* Retain Their 
Idle De»troyli>s Properties For SO 
Indefinite Time. 


From the age of stone tip to the time 


when the art of killing one's neighbol 
led to the discovery of powder and fire- 
arms primitive peoples, owing to the 
insufficiency of their weapons to causa 
prompt death, have invented means of 
giving them poisonous qualities. Poi- 
soned weapons, whether they are ar- 
rows, knives, lances or what not, may 
get their fatal properties from either 
vegetable or animal poisons. 


The South American Indians use 


curare; the natives of India, Indo- 
China, Borneo and the Moluccas em- 
ploy, or rather did employ, the upas to 
poison their weapons; the negroes of 
the Sudan and the Kongo still make 
use of a poison extracted from different 
varieties of strophanthus called m'bou- 
mou or ine, according to the regions 
where it is employed; the people of 
South Africa, the Hottentots, the Bush- 
men, 
the Kaffirs and the Akkas, poison 


their arrows with the venom of divers 
serpents, the cobra de capello among 
others; certain tribes of equatorial 
Africa, the N'Dris and the Banjiris, 
use their arrows after long burial in 
decomposing corpses, to communicate 
blood poisoning, which results 
in 


speedy death; in Oceanica the natives 
of New Caledonia, the Hebrides and 
the Solomon group give their enemies 
lockjaw by soaking their arrows in 
marshes containing large quantities of 
the bacillus of tetanus. 


The first three kinds of poison are 


practically of vegetable origin, though 
the local medicine men mix with their 
preparations red ants, snakes' venom, 
toads' eyes, etc. They are the charac- 
teristic alkaloids of plants, which serve 
as the basis of a deadly poisonous mix- 
ture. Curare, upas and m'boumon have 
as their 
principal 
elements plants 


whose species vary with the tribe, and 
which all belong to the strychnine fam- 
ily. The three last named poisons, ex- 
cept that of the South African negroes, 
are of microbial origin. 


What are the value, duration and 


activity of these poisons ? Curare keeps 
indefinitely. In 1757 in the course of 
experiments in physiology made in 
France with curarized arrows brought 
in 1752 from equatorial America by La 
Condamine, a fowl scratched with one 
of these arrows died in seven minutes. 
Among the Ouiteto Indians, lumps of 
curare handed down from father to son 
have preserved all their poisonous ac- 
tivity, although covered with mold. 
The same may be said for the npas, 
which, kept in little sections of bamboo 
or seven or eight years, retains the 
arne active qualities as when freshly 
repared. Malay weapons, even those 
f steel, always keep their poisonous 
roperties. 
The black races that use ine claim 


hat it will keep only a short time be- 
ore it spoils. Now, ine, which is an 
queous maceration of strophanthua 
eeds, to which is added the juice of a 
g or of a euphorbi, and generally also 
ipers1 venom, becomes covered with 


mold at the end of a few weeks, but 


otwithstandmg it has preserved all its 
oxic properties. Guinea pigs have been 
rilled in a few minutea by being 
cratched with arrows whose points 
ad molded. In fact, the vegetable 
oisons used by primitive peoples for 
heir arrows keep indefinitely and al- 
ays make effective weapons. 
This is not the case with poisons of 
nimal or microbian origin. 
As we 


ave seen above, the Bushmen, the 
laffirs and the Akkas poison the points 
f their arrows with serpent venom, 
specially that of the cobra. At the end 
F two or three weeks their arms have 
ost all harmful quality. This is due to 


single cause 
The venom of snakes, 


'hich is preserved indefinitely in alco- 
ol, becomes covered in nir with a pe- 
uliarmold, which has not been studied 
itherto and which removes all pcison- 
UB effect from the venom. 
The poison used on the arrows of the 
T'Dris of the Upper Ubanghi is noth- 
ng else than the septic vibrio (microbe 
f blood poisoning), which dies in the 
ir if it is not in the presence of de- 
omposition 
Thus those arrows are 


armfnl only during a very short time, 
is for the arrows of the New Cale- 
onians, which infect their victim with 
etanus, authorities do not agree about 
lie duration of their harmful action, 
Ithough it is proved that the bacillus 
f Nicolaier cannot live except in a very 
moist medium and together with other 


acilli, harmless or otherwise, such as 
he septic bacillus, which, as wo have 
een, 
dies in a short time. 


Thus in all cases the poisoned arrows 


f the races that make use of vegetable 
Ikaloids are much more to be feared 
han those of the tribes that employ 
Kiisons cf animal or microbian origin

Prof. Bailey's corrosive sublimate treat- 
ment of seed potatoes was stated. De- 
siring to make a personal teat of the 
remedy, the -writer soon afterward treated 
a quantity of seed tubers according to 
the directions given in the bulletin cited. 
As tho crop has been harvested, a state- 
ment of the conditions of the experi- 
ment and the results are presented since 
they may be of ,some interest to potato 
growers. 


The ground on whieh the crop was 


grown probably has never previously 
born potatoes, or other root crops, cer- 
tainly not -within several years, during 
which it has been in alfalfa. Thus it is 
safe to assume that the land was wholly- 
free from the germs of potato scab, which 
is a fungus disease. 


The alfalfa sod was broken the present 


spring, the ground being plowed deeply 
and heavily manured. The seed potatoes 
were of a lato variety—the Burbank. 
Practically all of them were scabby, 
some of thorn being completely covered 
with the scabbed spots. In this respect 
it was thought they offered typical ma-

Before exposure to the corrosive sub- 


limate, tho potatoes were thoroughly 
washed, each individual being scrubbed 
with au ordinary scrubbing brush. Im- 
mediately following, they were immersed 
iu the corrosive sublimate solution, 
where they remained one and one-half 
hours, being agitated two or throe times 
to permit uniform exposure. The solu- 
tion was of the strength of two and one- 
fourth ounces of corrosive sublimate to 
fifteen gallons of water. The 
powder 


was first disolved iu a pint of boiling 
water. 


Immediately following tho treatment 


the potatoes wore cut (mostly in two 
pieces each) and planted in the mannei 
asualh followed infield practice, sligh 
trenches being first formed to mark th< 
rows. As the ground was very dry am 
lumpy, irrigation water was allowed to 
run through the trenches for a few min 
utes before planting. 


Owing, seemingly, to the very wet con 


dition of the tuber when planted, th 
wetting of the trenches and the use o 
wnter soon afterward, much of the seed 
rotted in the ground. 'Ihe remainder 
yielded a fair crop only, as part of the 
Bjed of most of the producing hill rotted. 


The matured 
potatoes were 
very 


s nooth skinned, and of six sacks, but 
three or four potatoes showing a slight 
trace of scab could be found by t«o 
observers. 
These 
were 
from hills 


planted with the most completely scabbed 
seed which had been isolated from the 
re^t for the purpose of making the effect 
of different degrees of scabbed seed upon 
the resulting crop,
